If David Belasco or any other stage wizard 
ever finds out who arranged the meeting, that 
person will find it difficult to escape em- 
barking in the theatrical business. 

The only thing Mr. Belasco would have 
found fault with was the absence of choo- 
choo cars in the orations. At least he 
would have had a steam engine whistle to 
help out the applause.. The Illinois Central 
was slighted in this respect. 


Calls Railroad Story a Lie. 

Mr. Yates, when the psychological mo- 
ment at which he was to address the out- 
pouring came, said the railroad story was a 
lie. Evidentiy he did not want to be harsh 
about it, but he said that a Har on Tu Tris- 
une had produced this malicious faisehood, 
which did not have a single bit of truth in 
it from the place where it started until it 
reached the place where it ended. 

His opinion in the matter came as a great 
relief to many of his auditors, who had re- 
ceived and used Illinois Central tickets and 
who had been unable to determine why they 
had been put to so much trouble to reach 
the Illinois Central lines when other roads 
would have carried them direct from their 
own towns to Chicago. 

There was H. C. Wilhite of Greenfield, 
Greene county. He came to the meeting via 
the Illinois Central. While in a barber shop 
in Greenfield he ed a special delivery 
letter which he had received and out tumbled 
two tickets to the Coliseum and an Illinois 
Central ticket from Springfield to Greenfield. 


Maybe Wilhite Was Mistaken. 

Now, Springfield is sixty miles from Green- 
field, but to use the Illinois Central it was 
necessary to go to Springfield, and Mr. Wil- 
hite coulén’t understand why his kind friends 
had not bought him his ticket over the Chi- 
cago and Alton or the Chicago, Burlington 
and Quincy roads; both of which run from 
his home town to Chicago. 

Mr. Yates’ statement that the entire 
story was false enabled Mr. Wilhite to under- 
stand that he had been mistaken about the 
whole matter, and that he had received no 
ticket at all. Evidently the conductor did 
not find him when he boarded the Illinois 
Central at Springfield, and he just traveled 
on to Chicago under the hallucination that 
he had a ticket. 

Secretary H. H. Bancroft of the Yates 
traveling forces also made use of the same 
haltucination, but he made it work for twelve 
persons, that being the number who traveled 
with him via the Wabash railroad to Spring- 
field, where they alighted from a train which 
was on its way to Chicago and waited for

Both Races Armed. 

There has since been friction between the 
two races, and, Under a high tension, armed 
men of both rages have been continually 
watching each other.

Johnson was in his home. He had just 
eaten supper, and was lying on a cot, play- 
ing with his baby, while his wife sat nearby. 
The shot which killed him was from a double 
barreled shotgun, fired through the window, 
tearing his head off. © 

State rangers investigated the crime, and 
arrested Perry Price, a negro who has been 
working on the Johnson place. Price con- 
fessed to the killing, claiming that he had 
been paid $5 by Bob Wright, a brother-in-law 
of Johnson, to do the killing. 
once arrested. by the sheriff of the adjoining 
county, and arrangements made to take them 
both to other falls for safe keeping. 


Five Hanged on One Tree. 

Sunday at midnight a crowd of 150 armed 
men went to the sheriff of Sabine county at 
Hemphill and demanded his keys; he re- 
fused, was overpowered and the six negroes 
held there for the Dean murder were taken 
out Five were hanged to the same limb of 
a nearby tree, and one who ran from the mob 
was shot down in his tracks. 

This morning two unknown negroes were 
found in the creek bottom near Hemphill, 
their bodies riddled with bullets, having 
been killed during the night and tossed 
aside. 

„Rabbit“ McCoy, a negro of the Geneva 
community, was shot tp death this morning 
while standing at the gate of Aaron John- 
son, the vietim of Saturday night’s murder. 
A loaded pistol, full coked, was found by his 


side. 
Militia Called Out. 

Price, the negro who confessed to killing 
Johnson, and Wright) the white man whem 
he implicates, were tonight lodged in jail at 
Beaumont. They were taken under guard of 
the San Augustine rifles on a special train to 
prevent further mob violence. 

The Jagper rifles, the commander of whom 
is Capt. . I. Kellie, a member of the state 

senate and a colonel on the governor's staff, 
have been ordered to barracks to respond toa 
call to suppress further violence, and the 
Stone Fort rifles at Nacogdoches are being 
held in readiness. 

Excitement is at high pitch in Sabine coun- 
ty. It is a timbered section of east Texas, 

and the whites and negroes are armed, and 
any meeting between the races will result in 
a race war.

The hearing before Master in Chancery 
Hopkins yesterday developed into à fight be- 
tween Receiver’s Attorney Weissenbach and 
Attorneys Parks and Moses for the defend- 
ants for possession of a list of the stock- 
holders of the Central Life Securities, to be 
used in a search for assets. 

In the morning Master Hopkins, upon mo- 
tion of Attorney Welsgenbach, ordered 
Birch F. Rhodus to bring in a list. Mr. 
Rhodus refused on the ground that the list 
was in possession of the Mercantile Finance 
company, the agent of the Central Life. Mas- 
ter Hopkins at once certified his order to 
Judge Kohlsaat, and the hearing in the Cir- 
cuit court was set for 10 o'clock this morning. 


Amount Collected $3,000,000. 

The most startling feature in yesterday's 
developments was the announcement of Re- 
ceiver Fetzer that he is informed by a former 
officer of the company that the amount re- 
ceived by the Rhodus brothers from their 
various high finance schemes will approx- 
imate $3,000,000, instead of the $1,500,000 
charged by the complaining stockholders in 
the present suit. It further developed that 
Paul O. Stensland of the now defunct Mu- 
waukee Avenue State bank was treasurér 
of the Central Life Securities company in 
February, 1906. 

„ according to Birch Rhodus’ admissions 
about 80,000 shares of stock were sold at $10 
a share, and that makes $800,000,” declared 
Mr. Fetzer. Well, we have discovered that 
this doesn’t represent all the stock sold. 
They sold stock on the basis of 20 per cent 
cash, and the halance in notes, but they didn't 
lesue the stock until the full amount was paid 


in cash. 
Much Oold Cash. 

“So they got nearly a million dollars in 
cold cash, and there are still thousands of 
dollars in notes not yet due, which represent 
additional sales of stock not yet issued. We 
are fighting for a list of stockholders to find 
out just how many have notes outstanding.“ 

While Receiver Fetzer is endeavoring to 
obtain a Hst of the names and addresses of 
stockholders, Tue Trisune is able to give a 
partial list of the Chicago victims of the Cen- 
tral Life concern. The list looks like a page 
from Bradsetreet’s — professionel men, 
bankers, business meéen—are there, a testi- 
monial to the persuasive genius of the 
Rhodus brothers their associates. Some 
of the victims were mung for consider- 
able amounts, but they are not among the

The ordinance was passed without debate 
by à vote of 86 to 5.

The trouble is that the aldermen have heard 
much objection in their wards to any plans 
for changing the traditional order of bouss 
numbers. 

In and Ont of Three Councils. 

For this reagon the ordinance has been in 
and out of three councils, thrashed over and 
over in committee, and finally reported, but 
its consideration postponed from week to 
week. Ald. Hey, chairman of the committee 
on street nomenclature, had it made a special 
order for last night, but not until he person- 
ally had assured himself of a majority in its 
favor. 

When he called it up for consideration there 
were several hurried calls for its passage 
in the omnibus without reading or debate. 
Ald. Hey put in an amendment extending the 
time limit of compliance with the new law 
from May 1 to Sept. 1, 1909, and this was 
adopted amid motions to adjourn. He then 
moved the passage of the ordinance amid 
more calls for the omnibus and motions to 
adjourn. Mayor Busse was on the point of 


declaring it passed without objection when 


some one asked for a roll call. The favorable 


vote having been announced, the aldermen 


lost no time in adjourning. 
To. Begin Changing Plats.

The plan makes Madison street, from the 


lake to the city limits on the west, the base 


line for numbering all north arid south 
streets and those running in a generally 
north and south direction. For east and 
west streets the base line is State streét, 
from the southern city boundary to Lincoln 
park, and thence extended in an imaginary .

1 at State street, they will run west at this 
rate to the city limits and similarly east of 
this thoroughfare to the lake. In like man- 
ner the numbers will run north and south 
of Madison street. North of Madison street 
be given the prefix 
North,“ but those south of Madison street 
will have no prefix. Numbers east of State 
street will have the prefix “ East,” and num- 
bers to the west will be without a prefix. 


Numbers to Correspond. 

There will be no east numbers of North 
avenue where State street ends. North of 
this point only a portion of Lincoln park 
and the lake lies east of State street. North 
of Lincoln park, consequently, the numbers 
will run west from the lake, beginning at 
the numeral determined by the distance of 
the shore line from the imaginary extension 
of State street. For example, where the 
shore line is half a mile west of this imag- 
inary line the numbers will begin at 400. 

By this plan it will be possible to tell at a 
glance the exact location of a number. In 
all the east and west streets, 800 will. be 
found at the corner of Halsted street 
throughout the length of the city, 1600 will be 
at Ashiand avenue, 2400 at Western avenue, 
8200 at Kedzie avenue, 4000 at Fortieth ave- 
nue, 4800 at Forty-eighth avenue, and in- 
termediate numbers accordingly. 

In north and south streets 800 north will 
be at Chicago avenue, 1600 at North avenue, 
24,00 at Fullerton avenue, 3200 at Belmont 
avenue, 4,000 at Irving Park boulevard, 4800 
at Lawrence avenue, 5600 at Bryn Mawr 
avenue, 6400 at Devon avenue, and 7200 at 


. Touhy avenue. 


Some Exceptions to Rule. 

On the south side will occur the only ex- 
ceptions to this rule. Between Madison and 
Twelfth streets 1,200 numbers will be al- 
lowed, between Twelfth and Twenty-second 
streets 1,000, and between Twenty-second 
and Thirty-first streets 900. This is neces- 
sary on account of the old plan on which the 
city was laid out. With these exceptions 
the south side numbers will conform to the 
rule of 800 to the mile. 

By a special section the ordinance exempts 
from this system the territory bounded by 
Twelfth street, the river, and the lake.

Beer and Ice Cream Trade Booms. 

Ice cream fountains and sgloone did a rush- 
ing business despite the advice to the people 
by the th department.

Drink water; avold beer. 

Eat only haif as much as in the winter time ig 
you want to be healthy and avoid heat prostra- 
tion. 

Use soups, fruits, vegetables, ice cream, and 
buttermilk, and avoid meats, butter, course dis- 
ners, and wines.

ordinary people are able to stand the work 
of stoking. 

The coolest job was that of the man who 
looks after the interior of the “ freezers” at 
the cold storage warehouses. They Wore 
fur coats the same as usual and dwelt in aa 
atmosphere only a few degrees above zero. 

Animals Perish by Thousands. 

The Humane society officers were kept 
busy looking after the welfare of animals 
which fared badly from the temperature. 
Fully 2,000 hogs perished at the stockyards 
as a result of the excessive heat. The han- 
diers used every possible expedient in trans- 
ferring the animals from cars to pens, but 
hundreds died in the congested chutes. 
Many swine were found dead in the cars 
before arriving at the yards. Numerous 
cattle, too, succumbed to the torridity de- 
fore they could be cooled off by the spraying 
process. 

The sheep also suffered extremely, many 
perishing before they could be taken to the 
pens. In sheep and cattie, however, the fa- 
talities were much tess erous than those 
in the swine branch. Many of the animals 
were started for the city before the mer- 
cury began its rise, and the change in tem- 
perature left them im poor condition upon 
arrival here. 

Call to Enforce Ordinance. 

A development of the day at the city hall 
was a formal request to enforce the sprink- 
ling ordinance made on Chief of Police Ship- 
py by City Engineer Ericson. Mr. Ericson 
catled attention to the great waste of water 
in Chicago; and said that much of the waste. 
is due to sprinkling, especially out of hours, 
Residents south of Forty-seventh street have 
complained that the pressure is so low they 
are unable to get water above the second and 
third stories. 

The sprinkling hours are hetween 5 o'clock 
and 7 o’clock in the morning, and between 6 
o'clock and 10 in the evening. 

“The city pumped 495,000,000 gallons of 
water last year,’ said Mr. Ericson. Abous 
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> ‘Chicago had a fierce thirst as a result. ot 
the warm wave. 
It cost 620,000 8 it. 

Of this amount $210,000 was spent in sa- 

~ Joons. There are nearly 7,000 of these eensed 
drinking places in the city and they ran 
oft’ more than 20,000 barrels of beer. 
The 1,000 drug stores did a thriving trade 
in ice cream sodas, and a like number of con- 
Yectionery and fruit stands had a largely in- 
creased patronage on account of the swelter- 
ing weather. 

Amusement parks reaped the biggest harv- 
est of the year, and the city parks, where no 


+ {mtoxicants are sold, ran short or soft

- Grocery stores, nearly all of which seil 
mineral water and nonintoxicating bever- 
ages by the bottle, got their share of the hot 
weather trade. Milk depots had large de- 
mands for their product, especially bottle 
milk, and the restaurant and lunch rooms 
all report big business in liquid retresh- 
ments.

At many 
places the supply ran short. Ice cream man- 
utacturers report the sales the largest of any 
day in 1908. 

The man whodrinks only buttermilk to cool 
his coppers was unable to find a drop of his 
favorite beverage after 4 o’clock in the after- 
noon. Every saloon where buttermilk is 
gold ordered a second and third supply, but 
the demand was so great that the buttermilk 
crowd had to switch to something else to 
quench ite thirst. 

The only persons in town at night who 
looked cool and were pleasant were the m 
agers of the amusement parks, who h 
been praying for just such weather since | 
opening of the season.

Twelve Persons Bitten in Chicago; 
Shippy Repeats Order. 


Forty dogs were shot in Morton Park yes- 
terday following an order passed last week 
by the village board of that suburb. Patrol- 
men under command of Capt. F. Shaffer hunt- 
ed allover the village, armed with shotguns, 
and all unmuzzled animals were victims of 
their bullets. 

Chief Shippy, alarmed by the’ number of 
persons reported to have been attacked by 
dogs in Chicago, called the attention of the 
Chicago police department to his order, issued 
last month, directing that unmussied dogs 
be shot. 

According to Capt. Shaffer the village of 
Morton Park has been overrun by unmuzzied 
dogs. The record made by his patrolmen 
seemed to indicate the truth of his statement. 

„We have laid in a supply of ammunition,” 
said Cant. Shaffer. “ Our men wil! be out 
again hee and every dog that is found un- 
muzzled will be shot. The children have been 
in danger long enough.” 


Raid Alarms the Children. 

The reports of the gune caused a panic 
among the children in the suburb yesterday, 
who staid indoors until the shooting ceased. 
The crusade was the only thing talked about 
last night, and owners et family pets made 
hurried trips for the necessary musales. 

Chief Shippy’s order followed the report 
that twelve persons had been attacked during

Home Oirculation of Books for the 
Last Twelve Months Exceeds That 
of Preceding Year by 187,353. 


Home circulation of books from the Chi- 
cago public library, including that of the 
Blackstone branch library, in the last twelve 
months was 1,001,645 volumes, an increase 
over 1907 of 187,353 volumes. The daily aver- 
age circulation was 6,046, against 4,521 for

The aggregate circulation of books in all 
departments, with the exception of the 
branch reading room, was 2,244,477, of which 
the home circulation délivery stations had 
954,000, the home circulation main library 
576,571, and the referente department 407,826. 

These facts are announced in the report of 
TAbrarian Frederick H. Hild last night at 
the twenty-sixth annual meeting of the di- 
rectors of the library, held in the directors’ 
room of the Ubrary building.

BAIL OUT TO KEEP AFLOAT. 


Wisconsin Flood Drives Railroad Crew

Fennimore, Wis., June 22.—[Special.}—

Will Enliven Day in Old 
Home Town.

Utica, N. T., June 22.—{Special.}—" Sunny 
Aim Sherman may not figure as largely 
in the coming campaign as was believed 


‘when he was nominated by the Chicago con- 


vention as the republican vice presidential 
candidate. Although messages received 
from Cleveland today say he is feeling much 
better and will start in a special train to- 
morrow morning at 8 o'clock for his home 
here, he is. not well by any means. 

If the illness of Mr. Sherman should have 
@ serious turn it will disarrange the plans 
of Secretary Taft's managers. They had 
wanted the vice presidential candidate, who 
would do the speaking part of the campaign, 
and it was this desire which caused them 
to press the nomination of Senator Dollllver 
of Iowa. But, as Dolliver would not accept 
the candidacy, it was necessary to turn to 
some one else who would combine pollitcal 
experience, reputation, and ability to stump 
the country. 

It was urged by Sherman's friends in Chi- 
eago that he possessed these qualifications, 
and the administration finally acquiesced in 
his nomination. But it appears that Mr. 
Sherman is not in good health. A year ago 
he suffered from an attack of gall stones. 
With careful treatment he recovered, but 
he was told he would not be completely 
cured unless he underwent an operation.

Hard Work Brings Relapse. 

He was unwilling to have recourse to such 
heroic measures and he has borne with his 
trouble, and before he went to Chicago was 
apparently in good shape. 

It is possible the excitement and unremit- 
ting attention he has been compelled to give 
to politics have affected his physical condi- 
tion and eaused a return of disease. 

Upon his return he wil! be urged by his wife 
to take an ocean voyage and remain out of 
sight of land for at least three weeks. in order 
that he may have absolute quiet. When the 
voyage is over he will go to the woods and 
stay there until September, when he will em- 
bark upon the campaign. 

‘It is realized by the candidate’s family that 
Mr. Sherman will be under a.terrific strain in 
the fall, and they frankiy admit they are con- 
cerned about it. That Jim will do every- 
thing he can to bring success to the ticket 


there is no doubt, but he is tireless and ap- 


prehension is expressed that he will over- 
work himself. It is considered especially un- 
fortunate that his family physician should 
be at the point of death. so that he will be de- 
prived of the services of the practitioner who 
hes known him thoroughly. 


Wait Disappoints His Townsmen. 


The town today was greatly disappointed 
over the postponement of its demonstration 
in honor of Mr. Sherman until tomorrow 
night, but, as the mayor expressed it, more 
time was given to make arrangements, and 
“there was no kick coming. The Sherman 
home on Genesee street, which is of old Goth- 
ic style, has been festooned with flags. Mrs. 
Moore, the bright sister-in-law of the candi- 
date, has been busily engaged today in tack- 
ing up bunting. She observes the old theory, 
if you want a thing done well, do it yourself, 
and is displaying artistic taste in the doing 
of it. All the Sherman clan is gathering, 
and from the number of children perched this 
evening upon the front porch it is evident to 
passersby that there is no danger of the 
family dying out. 

Christ church, of which Mr. Sherman is a 
trustee and an attendant, will ring its bells 
. Joyfully tomorrow night as soon as the spe- 

1 bearing its distinguished passenger 
stops at the station. This church is Dutch 
Reformed, and, should the republican ticket 
be elected, Mr. Sherman probably will be a 
member of the congregation of a church in 
Washington of the same creed which Presi- 
dent Roosevelt attends. 

The democratic opponents of Mr. Sherman 
Rave sought to make a good deal of capital 
out of the services hé rendered in congress 
to Catholic Indian missions.

I simply 
endeavored to adhere faithfully to certain 
principles of party government, which I be- 
lieve. should invariably be recognized, and 
apart from any question of principle I recog- 
niged what was due to those who were labor- 
ing unselfishly and sincerely, and I felt that 
I had no right to expose them to embarrass- 
ment by interfering at the last moment and 
attempting to exercise an authority which I 
had all along disclaimed.

The allegation that the Ilinoils Central 
rallroad is interesting itself in the republitan 
primary campaign for the governorship nom- 
ination is said by Deneen Republicans to be 
substantiated by the use of railroad patron- 
age in favor of Richard Yates.

case of trouble, may be called into action 
by the president, just as he orders the regu- 
lars into duty. 
This is the first move in a plan to make 
the United States a great military power,“ 
said Gen. Oliver today at the headquarters 
of Gen. Grant. “It is the first time the 
work has been¢aken up systematically and 
with a definite end in view. I do not mind 
telling you the outlines of the plan. We 
propose to organise the regulars of the 
United States army and the volunteers to- 
gether and mobilize them in army corps. - 

“If the Pine Plains section is selected for 
one of the eight great manetver and instruc- 
tion camps we intend to bring together here 
50,000 men every year, keeping them here a 
month, and instructing them in every detail 
of military work.

Advises Youth to Get There.” 


Another thing in the practice of the law 
to pursue is the principle of~well, what I 
shall call the ‘get there maxim.’ The ad- 
ministration of eriminal law of the country 
is defective. Members of the bar do not 
recognize that their duty is not only to the 
court but to their clients at large. A lawyer 
is not justified in resorting to the tricks of 
ua pettifogger just to indicate that the man 
sitting beside him is his client. 

We are having a general moral awaken- 
ing, and the members of the bar need that 
awakening just as certain as men in other 
walks of life. We cannot afford to sacrifice 
everything for success, nor permit loyalty to 
a client to carry one beyond the line marked 
by duty to the court. 

“Tf you have opportunity to take criminal 
cases, to become a prosécutor, take them, for 
criminal law develops recognition of the im- 
portance of facts. I venture to say that when 
presentation of facts is needed the men who 
have had experience in criminal cases show 
greater skill. 


“Get Facts Above All Things.” 

J am glad to have this opportunity to 
speak to you. Because we have been out 
thirty years we must not forget that we 
have a great deal to learn. Take the advice 
of Judge Clark in preparing your cases; sit 
up nights and prepare your statement’ of 
facts, put it in plain language, and I know

SON OF PRESIDENT ROOSEVELT

Wall Street Hears Report That Theo- 
dore Jr. Is to Work for the United 
States Corporation,

New York, June 22.— [Special. I— Wall street 
had a report today that Theodore Roosevelt 
Jr., the eldest son of President Roosevelt, 
will enter the employ of the United States 
Stee! corporation in the near future.

Queen Victoria of Spain Again 
Becomes a Mother. 


KING RADIANT IN HIS JOY. 


Murderer Is Spared from Execution as 
Thank Offering.

MADRID, June 23, 2 a. m. -A son was born 
to Queen Victoria of Spain at 1 o'clock this 
morning. This is the second son of King 
Alfonso and his young queen, the heir appar- 
ent having been born on May 0, 1907. 

‘The queen has been staying at La Grande. 
officially known as San II Defonso. The 
royal physicians were hastily summoned 
early in the afternoon, and they announced 
that normal conditions prevailed. The 
dowagér queen, Maria Christina, the In- 
fanta isabel, and Premier Maura were im- 
mediately advised and proceeded at once to 
the palace in automobiles. 


Artillery Announces Birth. 

As soon as the approaching event was an- 
nounced all preparations were made to 
carry out the usual ceremonies at the birth 
of a royal child, a battery of artillery being 
ordered to the palace to be in readiness to 
fire the customary salute announcing the 
birth. 

The minister of justice, Marquis Figueroa, 
arrived ten minutes before the event, just 
in time to perform the formalities of wit- 
nessihg, which pertained to his office. 

The accouchement passed off most favor- 
ably, and the queen is reported by the phy- 
sicians to be in excellent condition.

Associated Building Trades Union 
Looks with Disfavor on Plans for Af- 
filiation with the A. F. of L. 


A fight between two labor organizations is 
threatened in Chicago during the coming 
month. 

Plans are being made, according to officials 
of the American Federation of Labor, to 
force the Associated Building Trades to af- 
filiate with the national labor organization. 

For months there has been rivalry between 
the Chicago” Federation of Labor and the 
Building Trades union.

SAYS BRAINS MAKE BUSINESS 


Head of St. Ignatius College 
Talks to Commercial Graduates 


SHOWS NEED OF TRAINING. 


Graduation Exercises to Be Held in 
Orchestra Hall Tonight. 


The necessity for thorough preliminary 
training for success in the modern business 
world was emphasized by the Rev. Alexander 
J. Burrowes, president of St. Ignatius college, 
in an address last night to the graduates of 
the commercial course of St. Ignatius High 
school. 

“There has been a great change in the 
business world of recent years, he said. 
n much brains, as much special training 
is demanded of the business man of today 
as of the professional man. The modern 
business man does not confine his activities 
to sitting behind a counter and waiting for 
people to sell goods to Him and buy them 
from. him. He is active and aggressive and 
he creates and meets great problems which 
demand wide knowledge and a trained mind. 

I believe the numerous cases of break- 
down by business men under the strain of 
modern life is due to their insufficient mental 
foundation. Their minds are not fitted to 
carry the strain put upon them by the com- 
plexity of modern industrial life. 

We, have tried to give you young men 
the technical knowledge and the mental 
training which will enable you to da your 
part in the world withcredit. We have tried, 
above all, to instill into you day by day 
principles of honesty and integrity, and if 
we have succeeded in this we have truly suc- 
ceeeded,”’

Another step in the direction of purifying 
Chicago's milk supply, especially in the tene- 
ment quarters of the city, was taken last 
night by the council.. The aldermen passed 
Health Commissioner Evang’ ordinance pro- 
viding that milk may be sold only in sealed 
bottles or ‘from such receptacles. 

The ordinance will be signed by the mayor 
and will go into effect at once. Thereafter 
it will be against the law to keep milk for sale 
in cans, a’ is the custom in small dairies. 

The ordinance. was passed by a vote of 52 
to 6: The aldermen who voted against it are 
Cullerton, Lawley, Lucas, Brennan, Powers 
and Bowler. In speaking in support of the 
ordinance Ald. Burns, chairman of the health 
committee, said the measure would make 
more sanitary the conditions under which 
milk is sold. 


Impure Milk Kills Babies. 

“Health Commissioner Evans,” he said 
„submitted to the committee statistics show- 
ing that over 40 per cent of the infant mor- 
tality im the city is directly traceable to im- 
pure milk. The impure milk which kille most 
of these babies is sold in the poor districts of 
the city, in small shops, and from the wagons 
of small dealers who keep the supply in cans. 
Now, it is difficult to keep milk cans clean 
even with the utmost care, and where little 
or no attempt is made to keep them clean the 
milk sold from them is little lens than 80 
much liquid poison, 

“ Another thing is that . 5 we wations 
have been sold from a can all the cream. has 
been removed and the rest is skimmed milk. 
In bottles the purchaser gets milk, cream 
and all. I have only to add that the milk 
dealers’ associations are in favor of this or- 
dinance. Two .wholesalers objected, but 
came to Commissioner Evans today and 
withdrew their opposition.” 

The ordinance would have been passed in 
the omnibus by unanimous consent, but Ald. 
Powers demanded a roll call, saying he 
wanted to vote against it. It was in his ward 
chiefly that the ordinance was opposed by the 
small milk shop keepers. 

The penalty for keeping milk for sale in 
anything but bottles is a fine of from §5 to 
$100 for each offense. 


Franchise for Railway. 


Ald. Bihl introduced an ordinance author- 
izing the Kensingtop and Eastern’raibway, 
affiliated with the Illinois Central, to build 
an electric or steam railway. from Kensing- 
ton southeasterly to the city limits, it being 
the intention to extend the road to Gary, 
Ind. The ordinance was referred to the 
committee on streets and alleys, south, to 
which the railway officials will be asked to 
explain certain irregularities. 

It appears that the company already has 
bullt five miles of track, crossing Une Hun- 
dred and Thirtieth stréet without authority 


of the Highth and Thirty-third wards, who 
repeatedly protested. But the company en- 
joyed immunity from police action and went 
ahead. 

Now. the company wants to legalize what 
it hae done and also wants to cross One 
Hundred and Fifteenth and other streets. 
The road is ng built to carry freight and 
probaly will become the Chicago terminus 


roads. 


„ Bakeshop Law Amended. 

The bakeshop ordinance was amended by 
striking out the section requiring basement 
bakeries to be reconstructed on the rigid 
lines tald down in the law. As it now stands 
existing basement bakeries are immune, but 
those established in the future must conform 
in construction to the ordinance provisions. 
The modification was made over the protest 
of the federation of labor. 

Upon recommendation of Mayor Busse the 
councily by unanimous consent, passed an 
ordinance pérmitting the Chicago, Milwau- 
kee and St. Paul railway to construct a 
switch track across Goose island. It will be 
used jointly by the raflway and the city, the 
latter wanting it for the hauling of garbage 
to the river. 

The aldermen unantmously passed an order 
introduced by Ald. McInerney instructing 
the police to shoot all unmusaled dogs found 
in the street. 


Restrictions for Hand Organs. 


Ad. Bowler introduced an ordinance licen- 
ging organ grinders and providing a fine of 
from $10 to $100 for playing without a license. 
In a companion ordinance organ grinders are 
prohibited from playing on Sunday and be- 
fore 9 a. m. or after 7 p. m. of other days, or 
within 500 feet of a school, church, hospital, 
library or other public building. The penalty 
for violation is a fine of from $10 to $25. In 
another ordinance he proposes prohibiting 
persons from blowing whistles, ringing bells, 
or making other noises to attract trade in the 
streets. These ordinances were referred to 
the judiciary committee. 

The council passed Ald. McInerney’s ordi- 
nance prohibiting business runners from op- 
erating except at railroad stations and docks.

The P. J. McDonald com< 
pany bid $2.20 and a Cleveland concern $2.20. 
The committee is of the opinion that the city 
is paying too much for this lighting.

New Fireboat Ready to Launch. 


The city’s new fireboat, the Joseph Medill, 
will be launched today at the Manitowoc 
shipyard.

Take Davis square, for example, which is 
patronized more than any other breathing 
spot in the city. , The number of persons that 
use the shower baths there far exceeds the 
number that go into the pool. That means 
that while the people go there to wash and to 
cool off few of them know how to swim. 
They ought to be encouraged to learn.“ 

The commissioner added that nothing could 
be more healthful this hot weather than a 
plunge into the lake or a park pool every day.

Mr. Yates, was there a ‘single improve- 
ment in state service resulting from your 
four years of administration? 

Mr. Yates, was one constructive law of 
advantage to the state and advocated by 
you contributed to the state as the result 
of your administration? 

Mr. Yates, by referring to your past 


| administration can you produce one argu- 


ment which would incline voters to hand 
over their affairs to you again? 

These few inquiries may serve to show 
some of the dark, cold water into which a 
less agile man than Mr. Yates might have 
‘fallen.

Old Count John Palffy, who has just died 
at the age of 80, was one of the most pic- 
turesque members of the old feudal Magyar 
aristocra and, possessed of colossal 
wealth, has bequeathed to the state his castle 
and lands of Moroskoe, in the neighborhood 
of Preesburg, and estimated at the vaiue of 
some 5,000,000 crowns, to be devoted to free 
scholarships for penniless students at the 
Pressburg university, irrespective of their 
creed or race, 

The count, whose family were palatines of 
Hungary five centuries ago, and the origin 
of whose nobility is lost in the mists of an- 
tiquity, owned one of the most superb palaces 
in Vienna, in the Wallnergasse, which he 
for some reason or another never occupied 
when visiting the Austrian metropolis, al- 
ways taking up his quarters at Sacher’s 
hotel near by, but which he occasionally 
placed at the disposal of his relatives and 
friends. 

Thus, when Herbert Bismarck married the 
Countess “ Peggy" Hoyos, and the iron 
chancellor, who had recently been turned 
out of office, found the doors of the German 
embassy at Vienna, as well as of the court 
of the emperor, Francis Joseph, closed 
againat him, Count John Palffy stepped for- 
ward, and gave expression to his admiration 
for the old prince by insisting that the mar- 
triage should take place in the Palffy palace, 
which he placed at the disposal of the Bis- 
marcks for the purpose. 

And as it had not been occupied for some 
considerable time previously, he caused a 
large sum of money to be spent especially for 
the occasion in redecorating, repairing and 
beautifying the mansion, which is filled from 
eéllar to garret with art treasures, the col- 
lection of Chinese and Japanese curios and 
lacquer work being unrivaled in Burope. At 
one time his name was famous on the turf. 
but he long ago gave up racing; and a gallery 
of portraits of his favorite horses, each of 
them painted by the great horse painter Von 
Biase, is all that remaing to recall his one 
time connection with the racing world. 


oe 


Of course, Janos Palffy took part In the 
insurrection of 1848; but after that kept 
entirely aloof from politics, and owing to 
some youthful love affair remained unmar- 
ried, invariably calling upon his only sister, 
Countess Gabrielle Andrassy, to do the 
honors for him. Possessed of a fiery temper, 
which, owing to his rank and great wealth, 
he had never been taught to restrain, he 
frequently became involved in suits arising 


from his violence, which were always settled 


out of courts by his lawyers, by monetary 


payments. 

It le to his sister's eldest son, Count Geza 
Andrassy, and to her daughter, Princess 
Irma Andrassy, that he hae left most of his 
immense property, comprising great estates 
not only in Hungary but also in Austria, 
France, and Germany, especially in Baden 
Baden, where for years he paid out of his 
own pocket and maintained at his own ex- 
pense the superb orchestra which plays 
throughout the season. His property was 
estimated to yield him a revenue of some 
$3,000,000 or $4,000,000 annually. He was the 
head of his branch of the house, a branch 
which has now become extinct. 

The chief of the entire Palffy family is 
Prince Palffy, fourth of his line, and Knight 
of the Golden Fleece. There is a second 
branch, the head of which is William, Count 
Palffy, prince of Teano, a Neapolitan title 
recognized by the Austrian crown, and in- 
herfited from the famous Field Marshal 
Count Daun, who played so great a réle in 
the Seven Years’ war as the principal adver- 
sary of Frederick the Great. Here in Amer~ 
len the name of the Counts Palffy will be 
recalled through the suicide of one of its 
members, Count Rudolph Palffy, at Mahwah, 
the country place of the late Theodore A. 
Havemeyer in New Jersey, and the subse- 
quent pathetic efforts of his widow to keep 
herself from tarving in New York by means 
of music lessons. 

— 


His father and namesake was led, Mke 90 
many other great noblemen of Austria and 
Hungary, to-speculate, and for a time every- 
thing he touched seemed to turn to gold. But 
in the great financial crisis of 1878 he lost 
every cent he possessed, and from that time 
forth remained dependent upon the charity 
of his relatives, until the day when he blew 
out his brains in 1878 at Pressburg. His 
tragic death had the effect of rendering his 
relatives still more generous than before to 
his family, and had it not been for the ex- 
travagance of Count Rudolph the younger, 
for his spendthrift tastes, and for his tend- 
ency towards eccentricity that had come to 
him by inheritance, all would have been well. 

However, he became involved in all sorts 
of pecuniary difficulties, and then quarreled 
with his relatives by marrying in Switzerland 
a woman without money, birth or prospects, 
Entirely without resources, he was forced to 
appeal for assistance to his family, which 
contented itself with procuring him a clerk- 
ship in one of the branch postoffices of the 
Hungarian capital, a position tn which he 
was subjected to the strictest kind of disci- 
pline and long hours, the pay being small, 
and his associates of a social condition far 
inferior to his own. For a man bearing his 
name and possessed of his tastes and habite 
such a life as this was naturally intolerable;

in the landscape with ite quaint high houses 
rising steeply by its old stone bridge. Fach 
turn of the road—and there are as many 
windings as ever were in Venus’ mind— 
brings the climber new enjoyments and in- 
finite variety.

Poised 
high upon its side the monastery of the Virgin 
of the Black Face hung like an eyry. 

The higher I ascended the more extraordi- 
nary my surroundings grew. They took on 
grotesqueness — — intermingled 
with a grandeur of wide spaces and stupen- 
dous slopes. I thought of what Goethe wrote 
of Montserrat in the second part of Faust: 

“Tt is not unamusing to see Nature 
From the rere e point of view.” 


The legendary 3 of this monas- 
tery mountain are, however, less with Satan 
and his satire than with holiness, and her- 
mits, and the high aspirations of truly mighty 
men—kings, captains, and great of the earth 
who have come here on pious pilgrimages. 
Therefore, more appropriate appear legends 
and references which link the mountain with 
the will divine. For example, it told that 
this wall of rock was cleft at the moment of 
the crucifixion. And the old monks used to 
fancy that the mountain, which is longest 
from east to west, hed the form of a gigan- 
tic ship with upraised prow, that it was a 
vessel of mystery in which the Virgin Mary 
loved to take her devotees to the fair port of 
salvation. 

The significance of the whole place is, of 
course, religious. The foundation of the 
monastery is due to the miraculous image 
of the virgin which St. Luke, first among 
master woodcarvers, wrought, and which St. 
Peter brought to Barcelona, A. D. 50 The 
Catalans say that the gift was inspired by the 
virgin's love for them, and by her pity when 
she saw their grief over the good fortune of 
the Aragonese in possessing the virgin of the 
pillar. In the eighth century, at the time 
of the Moorish invasion, the Goths hid the 
image in the hill, and there it staid until 163 
years later, when some shepherds saw heav- 
enly lights about the spot.. Then Gondemar, 
bishop of Vich, sought the place, guided 
thither by a sweet smell, and he found the 
virgin in a cave, and he thought that he would 
carry her back with him to Monresa, whence 
he came; and with his clergy; and the sacred 
image, he set out thither. But when they 
came to a certain place, marked today by 
a cross in the road, the virgin refused to go 
farther, so with reverential hands they bullt 
for her the little chapel, where she remained 
160 years. All about the place where she 
abides today the alr is sweet with evergreens, 

appropriately, if we are to believe the old 

ah tradition, and these trees are permit- 
ted to age leaves all the year because they 
gave shelter to Mary in her weariness, and to 
the holy child, ccna 1 flight into Egypt. 


Montserrat hae pad been a favorite 
shri for pilgrims, and, though the number 
is less now than in the fifteenth and sixteenth 
centuries, when kings, and popes, and cardi- 
nals, and captains of the sea favored it alhove 
others, a good proportion of the 100,000 vis- 
tors who come each year have à religious 
motive. The shrige is covered with tokens 
of gratitude for miracles performed. It is 
said that these constitute the larger part of 


treasures amounted in value to upward of 
. 200,000 ducats. Philibert of Savoy gave her 
an ostensorium that had in it 1,000 diamonds, 
100 pearls, 100 sapphires, opals, and other 
gems of price. One of the many crowns 
which the virgin possessed gleamed with 
the splendor of 2,500 emeralds. Layola came 
here from Pampluna to hang his sword upon 
her altar. Don Juan of Austria brought to 
her the flags and banners he had taken at 
the battle of Lepanto; and 100 precious lamps 
of massive silver hung before the altar on the 
occasion of Philip V.'s visit. But, alas, 
most of this treasure was carried away by 
Suchet’s troops, at the time of their three 
months’ occupation of the monastery. Then 
the library was rned and part of the 
buildings destroyed. Some of this damage 
has been repaired by Ferdinand VII.'s gift 
of £5,000 in 1827, and Queen Isabella's gifts 
on the occasion of her visit in 1867. 

The scenery of Montserrat defies descrip- 
tion. There never was another mountain so 
| extraordinary. Formed, like much of the 
Pyrenean base, of tertiary conglomerate, it 
displays unusual and fantastic forms—pin- 
nacies, and columns, and tapering towers, 
which, some one has said, stand up in the 
air bluntly like extended fingers or thumbs. 

In the three hours’ ascent to the summit 
from the monastery, along a narrow winding 
path, one sees gorges, cafions, beetling crags.

New York, June 22.—[Special.}—The Giants 


made it three out of four from the Cubs to- 
day, winning the final game of the series by 
the easy terms of 7 to 1. 

Manager Chance had no alternative but to 
use Lundgren on the slab, and Carl is no hot 
weather slab artist, as shown by the fact 
the mercury was in the nineties, and the 
Giants pounded him for eleven safeties. Seven 
of these were clustered in two innings and 
combined ‘with Chicagos three errors to 
produce all seven of New York’s runs.

Chance could not even use 
Kling in the outfield as he did when the team 
was crippled most seriously before. Moran's 
shin, spiked during the Boston series, hasnot 
healed yet, and he dared not risk catching for 
fear of reopening the wound. Kling had to 
stay behind the bat and Marshall was as- 
signed to right field, moving Schulte to center. 

The Giants took a long lead of four runs in 
the second inning, largely as a result of a 
bum throw by Kling. Devlin led the vicious 
assault with a singie to enter, Shannon 
bunted toward third, and Kling’s wild-heave 
to Chance gave Spike his life. Bresnahan 
then sacrificed and Bridwell scored two runs 
with a single to cénter, reaching second him- 
self on the throw home. Wiltse was retired, 
but Tenney singled and Doyle pulled a double 
just inside the first base line, bringing the 
total of tallies to four. 

The.Cubs scored in the third, when Kling 
led off with a singe to left and Tinker tol. 
lowed with a base on balls. Lundgren sacri- 
ficed them ahead and Dr. Marshall delivered 
the single to center which ought to have 
scored them both, but Devlin blocked Tinker 
rounding third and he could not follow Kling 
across the plate.
